and the freighter William J. Riddle 
collided 700 miles west of Lands 
Ends Wednesday. The American 
Farmer is operated by the United 
States line. 'The William J. Rid- 
dle is operated by the Moore-Mc- 
Cormack lines and belongs to the 
War Shipping administration. 


Crew Taken Off 


A passing ship took off the crew 


of 50 and six passengers and the 
British freighter Elizabete of 2,- 
039 tons came alongside, attached 
tow lines and started puffing and 
heaving away toward Wales. Soon 
afterwards the U. S. destroyer 
Perry, the U. S. lines freighter 
American Ranger and a tug ar- 
rived. The Elizabete radioed its 
home office: 


"A crew from 
the American 


Ranger boarded the derelict and 
ordered our crew to leave, hauled 
down our ensign and hoisted the 
American flag." 
The British ad- 


miralty said it thought the mes- 
sage referred to the British merch- 
ant marine flag and not the Union 
Jack.

Also slated for today was the 


formal certification of the elec- 
tion of a bi-partisan All-Veterans 
slate of candidates for county 
offices, whose vigorously waged 
political campaign against the in- 
cumbent Paul Cantrell Democratic 
administration was climaxed by 
the election day battle. 


The veterans slate was running 


ahead by a two-to-one majority 
on the basis of unofficial returns 
from seven of the county's 12 pre- 
cincts. The removal of two of 
Athen's ballot boxes by deputized 
county officers to the jail pre- 
cipitated the battle for the prison 
building. 


Shanghai, Aug. 5—(AP)—Amer- 


ican Marines in North China are 
remaining there at their full cur- 
rent strength and "when we are 
attacked we are going to shoot 
back," Adm. Charles M. Cooke, Jr., 
commander of the U.S. Seventh 
fleet, told a news conference to- 
day as he discussed the July 29 
ambushing of a Marine convoy 
near Pieping. 


He identified the attackers, who 


killed four Marines, as Chinese 
Communists. It was the first xof- 
ficial identification of them. 


There have been some reduc- 


tions in Marine personnel in Chi- 
na in'the past, Admiral Cooke told 
newsmen, but "there are none now 
in progress or ordered." Present 
Marine strength in China is 22,000 
to 23,000 men, he said. (Unoffi- 
cial estimates at the peak, months 
ago, were 50,000.)

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 
Samuel B. Pettengill grew up on 


a Vermont farm. He worked his 


way 
through 


school and col- 
Age and upon 
graduation be- 
gan the prac- 
tice of law in 
South Bend, In- 
diana, w h e r.e 
he has since re- 
sided. 


Mr. 
Petten- 


gill was elected to congress from 
Indiana in 1930 and served four 
terms. During his first term he 
was a member of the Military 
Affairs Committee and the Shan- 
non Commitee, which investigated 
government competition with pri- 
vate business. This gave him a 
wide insight into the problem of 
free enterprise. 


In his second, third and fourth 


terms he served on the Internstate 
and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee, which formulated many im- 
portant acts, including the Se- 
curities Act, Stock Exchange Act, 
Comunications Act, the Public 
Utility Act, Motor Carriers Act, 
Railroad Pension Acts, Civil Aero- 
nautics Act, and many others. He 
was a member of the Cole Com- 
mittee, appointed to investigate 
the problems of the petroleum in- 
dustry. The studies of this com- 
mittee were summarized by Mr. 
Pettengill in his first book, "Hot 
Oil." 


He left congress in 1939, hav- 


ing refused to run when his re- 
election was generally 
conceded. 


In addition to practicing law in 
South Bend and Washington, D. 
C.,- Mr. Pettengill writes twice- 
a-week newspaper column, "Inside 
Your Congress," which appears in 
over 75 papers, going into over 
one million homes. 


In 1938, as his political vale- 


dictory, he wrote "Jefferson, the 
Forgotten Man," which demon- 
states how far we have drifted 
from the principles of Jefferson,, 
both in government and free enter- 
prise. It is a vigorous defense of 
the American system and demon- 
strates that a "planned economy" 
i» the modern counterpart of the 
same tyrannies that brought on 
the American Revolution.

Williams, information and educa- 
tion officer for the.'constabulary- 
"About 140 soldiers • are taking- 
courses in drawing/ painting, pho- 
tography, sculpturing. and wood- 
carving". 
The staff of German teachers is 
directed by a former sergeant, 
WUliam 
Tardiff. 28, himself 
a 
prize-winning student from Bos- 
tn, Mass. 
Tardiff has a small 
studio off the main classroom. 


"The 
art school 
provides 
a 
place where 
soldiers can come 
when they're tired of going to the 
movies, or drinking beer", he said. 
"None of the men ever had art'in- 
struction 
before. 
Redeployment 
has made it hard 
for many stu- 
dents to finish their courses but 
they keep studying until the time 
conies for them to leave. 
"They are surprisingly serious. 
I thought they might be a little 
' self-conscious, but they look on 
the girls as just 
a problem in 


drawing. 
"We have had some cases of 
dating between students and mod- 
els—but what they do after hours 
isn't my business". 
The art school is one of the most 
unusual since OG carved the first

The Colorado senator, a member 


of the senate military committee 
told a reporter he is satisfied the 
army will not fake advantage of 
the tequisition it has made for 25,- 
000 selectees from the nation's 
diaft boaids in September. There 
has been a holiday on draft calls 
in July and August 


Johnson said the navy had stop- 


ped taking draftees in May. Not- 
ing that army volunteers totaled 
62,000 irt June, he declared: "With 
enlistments continuing at the rate 
they have in June and July, there 
will be no need to draft another 
man " 


He said the war department re- 


ports show 29.798 enlistments in 
the first three weeks in July, upon 
which he based his estimate of 
40,000 for the month Of the 29,- 
798 more than half or 15,303 vol- 
unteered for three years of aerv*
